ADMIRAL TOGO. 


ae 
i A SKETCH OF HIS CARE! 

. The name of- Admiral Togo Heihachiro will 
rauk in history with that of Nelson ; aud the 
following extracts from a sketoh of his life, 
compiled from Japaiese soarces from the Japan 
Chronicle, will ba read with much interest at 
tho present timo. 

Aduiral Togo was born on December 22nd, 
1847; at hie fathor's residence ot Kagoshima, 
which bus produced masy men of naval sod 
military renown: His father wasa rolainer of 
Princé Shimadzu, Lord of Sat-uma, aud’ the 
Adwiral is h's fourth son, The threo oldor 
brothers of Admiral Togo took part as rebolsin 
the ~atsuma rising of 1877, and éf thom 
were killed in battle, while the third/died shortly 
after, the rebellion hnd been supkossed. ‘Tho 
Admiral, therefore, hus no brother or vister 
living. His father. who was u mpgistrote of 
his clan for thirtesn years, died nt the ago of 
about, KO. His mother is described ax a model 
wife wolt fitted to ba the mother of sam-erai. 
Not only did xhe possess yil wowanly virtu>s, 
but she.was very strict and cureful in th» up- 
brining of her sons; and the early trataing 
under hig wise and courageous m ather bas vo 
donbt largely contributed towards the makiv 
of tha man whose fame hax now reached the 
remotet corners of the earth. Admiral Togo's 
mother died some yerirs ago at the age of over 
90 ¥ ata. ‘ 

‘The Satsuma men are gonorally- credited with 
undaunted courage, aa is attesled by canyo's 
welt-koown poem. Those who know something: 
of Japan's history during the pust forty years 
ox so’ Will roudily understand the important port 
that the Sutsamn men have played in the war- 
like deeds that have taken place in the interval. 
Between the age oft 12 and 16 Admiral Togo 
received bis literary. education from the great 
Ssive. He also studied. fencing and wrestling, 
as wag usnal with the youth of the tims 
Satsima, as has bean said, wos a most- militant 
clan, and in consequonce of this it bas produced 
many swashbucklors. The Admiral. however, 
has ueser shown any such tendency, but he is, 
as C uot Kabayame remarks, as quiet as a girl, 
though none could be more resolute aud 
courieous than ho at heart, The stirriny 
peri din which he hod beoa bronght up was 
well suited to * muke » man” of him. 

Admiral ‘fogo received his baptism of fire at 
the aye of 17. On September 14th, 1862, it 
will bs romembered; an Englishman named 
Richardson was uttacked and killed by Noma- 
mui. neur. Yohohama, by tho retainers of 
Princa Shimadzu, of Satsuma, on account, it is 
alleud, of his having got in the way of the 
Prino's armad_ procersion, together with two 
other English gentlemen and o lady, Tho 
Bri ish Government demanded of the Baknfu 
Government an indemuity of 450,00) for the 
outrage, to which the latter was obliged to yio'd, 
The Britixh authorities further demanded tho 
Jarge indemnity of $100,000 from | Prince 
Shimadzu, who was held to be responsible for 
the tragedy. As the Prince failed to comply 
with the demand, a British squadron, consisting 
of veven warships, - under the command of 
Adwiral Kuper, wes sent to Kagoshima, where 
they arrivod’on tho 11th August, 1863. On its 
arrivilat Kagoshima the Admiral sent to the 
Princo an vitimatum that would expire at 
the end of twoenly-four hours, but if was, 

reniptorily rejected by the Prince. On Angust 

Sth. after the squadron had been in the bay 
several days, a shot was fired from the. forts 
ant in reply Kagoshimu was bomlarded by the 
British squadron and large part of the town 
wus destroyed by fire, Most of the Japanese 
forts were dismantled, in spite of » typhoon 
which raged throughout the day; but tho 
squudron ulso suffered considerably. The 
captain and commauder vi the flag-ship were 
killed on tha bridge by’. round shot, aud the 
total loss in killed-and wounded wus sixty-three. 
Admiral Togo, who was then 17 years old, wus 
in one of tho forts and assisted in the firing at 
the warships. . 

In the collisions that occurred botween the 
Tokngaws men und the Luperialists in the 


| Restoration period, Togo, young though he 


wus, distinguished himself on several occasions. 
Exu-perated by the luwlessness of the Satsuma 
clansmen, the retainers of Tokugawe male a. 
night attack on the Satsnmy yashiki at Mita, 
'Pokyo, ou December 25tb, $867. A desperate 
fight ensued in which many were kel ed and 
wvounded on both sides, About sixty Satsuma 
mon tovk refugeon board the warship “ Kocho- 
roaru,” belonging to Prince Shimadzu, which 
happened to be at anchor at Shinagawa, The 
ship, in order to escipe the enemys pursuit, 
immediately weighed anchor, and had started 


[on her journey wheo she was confronted by tho 


Tokugawa ship “ Kaiten-mara” which was 
larver and .more stroagly armed thao the 
+ Kocho.” The “Kaiten” was commanded 
by Enomoto Kemojiro (now Viscount), who 
was afterwards uppuinted Minister of the Navy. 
In au engagement in lokyo Bay that ensued 
the “Kocho” was badly worsted, her hull 
being literally riddled with shat. Sho; however, 
managed to reach Shimoda, wherv temporary 
repairs were effected, and she finally arrived at 
Kobe after much difficulty and delay. Among 
the officers of the Satsuma steamer“ Kocho” 
was Ito Sukeyoshi (now Admiral), who was 
Commander of the Japanese Squadron daring 
the Japan-China War. 

These events, and the endeavour to gain con- 
trol of the Emperor. led to’ open hostilities ba- 
tween the Tokugawa Shogun snd the combined 
clans of Satsuma, Chosha, Tosa, and 
Higo, resulting in tho battles of Toba. ond Fus- 
himi (near Kyoto). At this time young Togo, 
who happoned to be in Kyoto, recyived an order 
with other men at:once to procved to Hyogo 
aud embark in the Sutsuma warship “ Kosuga.” 
‘The latter, after tuking in ‘a comph:mont of 
officors and men, weot out in search of the 
‘evemy, when she met the ~ Kaiyo,” communded 
by Enomoto, .in the Inlaud Sea. ‘Phe tight 
between the two: ships resulted in the with- 
drawal of the ° Kaiyo “ from action. - It is said 
that Togo, » young officer of 22, even then dis- 
tinguished himselfas a brace and efficient neu 
nian on this occasion. , 

‘Although the Shogun Keiki decided to 
rostoro his office, together with the Yedo castle, 
to the Emperor after the battle of Fushimi, some 


of his retainers were determined upon fighting 


for their chief to.thé end. Qut of the fifteen 
war-sbips. possessed by the Shogun only four 
were surrendereil to tho Imperialists, while the 
remainder were soized by the Tokugawa 
retainers.’ On board of these ships Enomoto, 
Matsuduica, and other Tokugawa men fled to 
Hakodate, where they established their head. 
quarters. In- March, 1569, sn expedition, con- 
sisting of 6,500. troops and five war-ships, 
started from Shinngawk at Tokyo for the sup- 
pression of the Hakodate. robels, Among the 
~wessals was the “ Kosuga,” on which was Toro. 
Admiral Eoomoto, who,commanded the ‘Loka- 
gawa ships, intending to attack the Imperialists 
on the way, left Hakodate with 
“-Kuiten” aud two others. A storm sprang up, 
oud the * Kaiten” was soparated from the 
two other ships, so that she alone approached 
Kuwagosaki, where the enemy's vessuls were 
anrhored. By displaying thoflag ofthe Stars and. 
Stripes the “Kaiten” sacceedodin coming within 
range ofthe Imperialist vessels without detection 
Suddenly the “Kaiten” houled down the 
‘Americsn flag and hoisted that of the Rising 
Sun, and befere the Impoerialists ¢ uld folly

The «Kosuga,” on which, as stated, was Togo, 
encounterod the Tokugawa ship “ Takao,” 
which, unable to withstand tho‘ Kosuga’s” fire, 
took to flight. In making her esexpe she rau | 
nshore on the coast of Omotu-inma, Nambu, and 
was blown up by the. crew. In sovoral eng ure- 
mants that followed on Tand and sea. in the 
neighbourhood of Hakodate, Togo showoil him- 
self to be a sailor of no ordinary qua‘ity, After ; 
the surrender of the rebels Togo roturaed ,to * 
‘Tokyo, this bring in August, 1869. 

By this time Togo had made ap his mind , 
to desote his life to the Navy. Ha visited - 
Yok -hama and studied English, availing him- ; 
welf of whatever assistance was obtainable at ; 
Yhat time. Hoe did this as u preliminary to 
going to Englund, where he intended to com- 
plots his navaleducation. Togo aui nome fellows |: 
students repeatedly petitioned the Govera ment 
to be sent to England, and their wish wav at 
last fulfilled in March 1871, when they werd |. 
ordered by the Government to proceed to 
England for purposes of study. ‘The party 
consisted of twelve young mon, among whom 
were, besider ‘Togo, Harada Tosuke (now Su- 
perintendent of the Naval Arsenal). ‘Tne purty, 
when they went on board a British steamer, 
clid in ill-fitting foroigh dress and wearing 
old and worn-out boots, is enid to have presented 
avery comical picture, Very little is known 
or published aa to Togo's doings in England 
during his sojourn th re for eight years, but it 
will be remembered that the English clergymun 
in whoxe house Togo was placed recently pub- 
lished on account in which ho spoke most highly 
of his pupil’ character. For soute time atter 
his arrival, Togo applied himself moro. particu- 
larly to acquiring a knowledge of English. 
Then he tried to enter the ‘Thames’ Naval 
Academy, but be was unable to do xo owing to 
the rule that no foreigner could be! admitted | 
into the school. He juined a training-ship at 
Plymouth, howover, and diligently studied all 
branches of naval science, Th» term of his 
study abrond expired in April 1874, but in view 
of the eonstrnetion of the Hiye’, which was 
then in progrss in England, his return home 
was postponed pending ite completion in order 
that he could return by hor. It was in May 


1878 that Togo returned to his mtive country | 


on. board the now Jnpanese warship Hiyed, 

Daring Togo’s absence many changes had | 
{aken place in Japan. “Expocially it must huve 
beon o soures of great sorrow to him that Suige 
Taksmori, his teacher and ex»mplar, had died. 
and ‘with him Togo’s two brothers, fighting 
against the Imporial troops. Yot it may be 
regarded na rather fortunate for the country 
that the Admiral was in England at tho timo of 
the Satsuma ‘rebellion, for if ho had buen in 
Japan he might have been induo+d to join the 
rebellion and have shared the fate of his tarcher 
and brothers. 

Aftor hiy return to Japan Togo held com- 
missions on different war-ships, but it was not 
nati) the outbreak of hostilitios between Japan 
and Chins in 1894 that his namo was prominen- 
tly brought before'the public. 

In: ths engugement in the Yellow Sea and 
the blockade of Wei-hai-wei that followed, 
Admiral Togo played a prominent part. Sub- 
seqnontly he was sent to Formosa and the Pes- 
cadores to take occupation as commander of the 
Standing Squadron, and be remained there for 
gaveral months until bis mission was, achioved 


despite the unbealthy and trying climatic con- }° 


ditions of the islands. “ 

During the progross of the Chino-Japanese 
war ‘Jogo was promoted to, the position of 
Rear-Admiral ond appointed to the command 
of tho, Standing Squadron. After the concla- 
sion of pexca he held eeveral important posts in 
the Admiralty, and in 1902 he was frunsferred” 
to Moidzuru as Commander-in-Chief of the port 
where he remained uatil the outbreak of the 
present’ war called him forth to active woo 
service.

They 
are placed ina position in which the temptations 
are greater than they are in o European com- 
munity.. While they do their duty they may be 
assured that so far as this Court is able to 
support them it will do so, but when T find that 
‘people abuse tho trust which has been com- 
mitted to them aud tako odvaotage of their 
position in the police to do what we have found 
you , guilty of doing it is a vory serious matter, 
“t must take jato consideration also in passing” 
sentence the very great mase of this communily 
and not only of this community. but of all 
Enropeans throughout China, whe shonld see 
that the natives are protected from any impro- 
per conduct, on the part of those whom our 
introduction into ‘this country has ploced in s 
Measure in charge of them.

Ho sat in a profound silonco. fir Gilbert 
nodded, and tho next moment Sir Carne’Rasch 
had vanished, As he could not have moved 
without being noticed, his disappoirance at- 
tracted comment, and it was then recalled by 
Sir Gilbert that when he sat down Sir Carne 
was not in his place. % 

Qnaof the two membors has studied theosophy

Subsequent “ingnity, howaver, showed Sir 
Carne to be on the mend.

* help Hood,” does not appear to have “seen 
things,” Yet he had a vingular desire to talk 
with him. and his desire led him to mike 
inquiry at the post-office. Here he was joined 
by Sir Gilbert, andthe brillisut novelist con- 
fessed himself ‘‘ puzzled, and utterly ut a Joss.” 

There is no doubt whatever in the mind of 
Sir Carne Rasch himeelf as to the presence in 
some strange evanescent form. He had teen 
“ precipiteted” in the spirit, as he now believes 
to“ help Hood,” of whom he was constuntly 
thinking. In fact, the genial Government 
Whip had become to hims veritable theosophic 
manifestation. 

Paracelsus and tho old alchemists believed 
that everyone had an astral spirit peculiar to 
him. ‘In the medimyal times the notion arose | 
that these spirits were either fallen angels or 
the souls of the dead, or spirits deriving their 
origin from fire, whoze losation was the air. 

Sir Gilbort Parker, in concluding, said the 
mystery naturally turned upon the question 
whether Sir Carne Rasch was in the House at 
the time. 

This question Sir Carno Rasch ban answered. 
Ho was ill at home, and coald not have been in 
his place at the House. 

But meantime Sir Carne Rasch onjoys his 
recovered health. | :

Vinistor recently tried to obtain on behalf of a 
French syndicate for the construction of & 
railway between Kueilin, the capital of 
Kwangsi provinco, and Linchon a city nearly 
sixty miles distant from Kueitin, offering, os 
an‘inducement, no legs than ten million taels as 
n Ioan to the Kwangsl provincial Government to 
be used on public works improvements ia that 
province. It is further raported that only one 
Grand Councillor favoured the propordl, ‘while 
infinenced by the strong. protest of Vivero; 
Tein ond Governor Li Chin-hsi, Kuangst,
